WASHINGTON (U P Ii — Congress 
reacted favorably today to President 
Ford's plan for conditional amnesty for 
Vietnam 
era 
deserters 
and 
draft 
evaders, but many of the exiled war 
resisters said they would not accept the 
offer because it fell short of the pardon 
granted former President Nixon 
In Toronto, Jack Calhoun, 29. a 
spokesman for many of the young men 
who fled the United States during the 
Vietnam war, called for a boycott on 
Ford’s offer 
He said it was a "gross miscarriage of 
justice for Nixon to get a pardon —plus a 
pension —for his very real crimes while 
war resisters are still punished ’’ 
Dee 
Knight, 
spokesman 
for 
the 
National Council for Universal and 
Unconditional Amnesty in New York, 
echoed 
the 
same 
complaint 
and 
predicted that "very, very few, if any" 
resisters 
would 
return 
under 
the 
conditions set by Ford —up to 24 months 
alternative service and 
a 
renewed 
pledge of alliegence to the United 
States. 
" It ’s too much to ask that we accept 
punishment for justified resistance to 
the illegal and immoral U.S. war in 
Indochina 
which 
still 
rages 
with 
American tax dollars in violation of U.S. 
and international law, " Calhoun said 
Attorney General William B Saxbe, 
however, estimated about 2,500 draft 
resisters will accept the proposal. 
On Capitol Hill, the amnesty offer was 
generally seen as a way to bring about 
Ford's stated objective —‘‘reconcilia­ 
tion.” 
One of the congressional leaders who 
said he intended to support the plan, 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader 
Mike 
Mansfield, said he had a very personal 
reason for doing so. He said he had been 
AWOL from a Navy base in Newport, 
R.I., in 1918 and later served 10 days in 
confinement "on bread an water." 
House 
Speaker Carl 
Albert 
also 
expressed his consent to the plan along 
with House GOP leader John J. Rhodes 
and Assistant Senate Republican leader 
Robert Griffin —all of whom were 
briefed at the White House prior to the 
announcement. 
Rhodes said the amnesty plan was not 
tied to the controversial pardon of 
Nixon, which Ford announced Sept 8 
The 
few 
dissenters 
in 
Congress 
included Reps. Edward I. Koch, D-N.Y., 
and Parren J. Mitchell, D-Md., who said 
Ford’s offer should have been more 
liberal, and Sen. James B. Allen, D-Ala., 
who said it should not have been made at 
all. Allen said the amnesty offer was 
unfair to those young men who served in 
Vietnam. 
A spokesman for the National League 
of Families of American Prisoners and 
Missing 
in 
Southeast 
Asia, 
also 
expressed dissatisfaction that the offer 
came 
prior 
to 
an 
"acceptable 
accounting" 
of 
the 
1,300 
U.S. 
servicemen still listed as missing. He 
said the MIAs also have "earned their 
re-entry into our country, whether they 
come back alive and walking or in a 
casket.” 


Ford calls for 
inflation proof 
Congress choices 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford called today for election this fall of 
a "inflation-proof Congress.” 
Ford, speaking before the Republican 
National Committee which had just 
elected Mary Louise Smith of Iowa, his 
personal choice, to head the committee, 
pledged 
his 
“ w h o leh earted 
endorsement" to candidates who would 
concentrate on economy as their prime 
campaign issue. 
He noted that Democrats had been 
talking about electing a "veto-proof 
Congress" this fall and said "we have a 
better campaign slogan than that.’’ 
"What we want to elect in the Senate 
and the House is an inflation-proof 
Congress," the President said 
Ford also drew heavy applause when 
he repeated as his policy the proposal 
that he had made while vice president: 
"The 1976 campaign will be in the hands 
of the Republican National Committee .’’

Another power rate 
hike and a 
resolution are two of an array of issues 
facing 
the 
Lompoc 
City 
Council 
tomorrow night Also in the grab bag are 
proposals to alter local animal control 
policy and to square off with Santa 
Barbara County on a chunk of sales 
taxes collected in town that the county 
gets and cities say it has no right to. 
The meeting will commence at 7.30 
p.m. in the council chambers at City 
Hall, 119 West Walnut Avenue. 
The sales tax revolt centers around 
the county’s appropriation of two per 
cent of the one per cent sales and use tax 
imposed within the cities for their own 
use. The one per cent is part of the total 
six per cent sales and use tax, which is 
collected and mostly kept by the state. 
The 
county 
keeps 
a 
share 
in 
unincorporated areas but also takes two 
per cent of the cities' share of taxes paid 
within their limits. 
Mayors and representatives of Santa 
Barbara County’s five incorporated 
cities met in Solvang last month and 
decided that the county "performs no 
service 
for 
and 
has 
no 
rational 
entitlement” to the extra two per cent. 
They further decided that the united 
cities of the county would fight the 
appropriation, which in Lompoc alone 
represents close to $10,000 in yearly tax 
revenues. 
Other items coming before the council 
tomorrow night include: 
—Another electricity rate hike. The 
city’s wholesale power vendor, Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company, has just 
issued a three per cent wholesale power 
hike based on fuel cost increases, 
According to City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers The boost, which is automatic 
and can not be protested by the city, 
Wahlers said, adds $30,000 to Lompoc's 
yearly cost for power. Coming on the 
heels of PG&E rate boosts of 23 per cent 
and 15 per cent, the new increase will 
have to be added to Lompoc home 
electricity bills, he will report 
—The second reading of an ordinance 
allowing the city to set up assessment 
districts for the undergrounding of 
overhead utility wiring. 
—A resolution providing for a city 
review of building permit applications in 
flood danger areas to prevent where 
possible damage due to 
flood and 
mudslide The resolution, which places a 
num ber 
of 
requ irem en ts 
on 
developments in flood hazard zones, 
would also open the way for government 
subsidized flood insurance for many in 
Lompoc who have never been able to 
qualify for or purchase it. The only 
questions left to be answered before the 
council is where the federal authorities 
put the flood hazard zone, what is meant 
by that term and what type of flood 
hazard is meant. 


—Consideration of adoption of the 
Environmental Resource Management 
Study, which fills in several required 
elements of the city’s general plan of 
development. 
—Application 
for taxicab owners’ 
permit filed by Vandenberg Limosine 
service. 
—A discussion of the extension of Oak 
Avenue from H to G Streets. 
—A discussion of fees applied to local 
ambulance services. 
—Consideration of proposed changes 
to the city's animal control policies to 
bring 
them 
into line 
with county 


policies. Major changes include a hike in 
dog licensing fees from $4 to $6 unless 
the dog is neutered, in which case the 
fee is $3. Also proposed are rules 
whereby all dogs adopted from the 
pound must be neutered and all dogs not 
adopted after 72 week-day hours may be 
sold, offered for adoption or put to sleep. 
The present minimum impoundment 
period is five days. 
—Minor changes in city garbage 
service policy regulating the size of 
garbage containers that can be used and 
allowing the use of plastic garbage bags, 
among other changes. 


Goodell to be head 
of clemency board

Goodell, 48, was appointed in 1968 to 
fill the New York Senate seat following 
the assassination of Sen 
Robert F. 
Kennedy but fell out of favor with the 
Nixon administration because of his 
strong stand against its war policies. 
He lost his Senate seat to conservative 
James Buckley in 1970 following a 
campaign 
in 
which 
former 
Vice 
President Spiro T. Angew spoke out 
against his "radiclib" idealogy 
Goodell, however, has long been a 
friend of President Ford Goodell was 
one of the younger members of the 
House who helped propel Ford into its 
leadership 
Other members of the board will be

The Rev Theodore Hesburgh, 57, 
president of Notre Dame University and 
former chairman of the U.S. Civil 
Rights Commission 


Robert H. Finch, 51, who served as 
counselor to former President Nixon

The spokesman said NATO’s Defense 
Planning

successor to Gen Goodpaster with the 
same powers and functions to become 
effective on Dec. 15,1974.” 
The statement said President Ford 
had specifically asked for Goodpaster to

from 
duty.

then 
nominated Haig to succeed him 


24-month service 
asked in exchange 


WASHINGTON (U P Ii - President Ford today offered conditional amnesty to 
thousands of Vietnam era draft evaders and military deserters in exchange for up to 
24 months of public service and a reaffirmation of allegiance to the United States 
The offer of conditional amnesty requires that draft evaders and deserters present 
themselves to a United States attorney or military officials before Jan 31,1975 The 
offer applies to those who violated military law by deserting or evading the draft 
from Aug 4,1964, to March 28. 1973, 
In a special proclamation. Ford said 
the period of alternative service may be 
reduced to less than the proposed 24 
months by the attorney general, the 
secretaries of the armed services or the 
transportation 
secretary, 
who 
has 
jurisdiction over the Coast Guard, in 
cases "of mitigating circumstances ” 
In an executive order, Ford also 
established a mne-menber presidential 
board which will 
recommend such 
clemency to the President on a case-by- 
case 
basis. 
"In 
the 
absence 
of 
aggregating factors, the clemency board 
would 
be 
expected 
to 
recommend 
clemency,” Ford said 
Ford instructed the board to give 
"priority consideration” to those men 
now imprisoned for such offenses and 
asked 
that 
their 
confinement 
be 
suspended as soon as possible, pending 
the board's review. 
House Republican Leader John J. 
Rhodes, 
who 
was 
one 
of 
the 
congressional leaders from both parties 
who met with Ford on the amnesty issue 
before the public announcement, said 
there was no connection between the 
amnesty plan and Ford’s controversial 
pardon of former President Nixon 
Rhodes predicted the reaction in 
Congress to the proposals would be 
"mostly favorable.” Assistant Senate 
GOP leader Robert Griffin said the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff told Ford that his 
plan "would not undermine the military 
services.” 
The offer of amnesty, which went into 
effect 
im m ediately 
with 
Ford’s 
announcement, fell short of the demands 
of the thousands of American young men 
now living in Canada and Sweden to 
avoid punishment 
for deserting or 
evading the draft. 
"Desertion in time of war is a major, 
serious offense; failure to respond to the 
country’s call of duty is also a serious 
offense,” Ford said in his statement. 
"Reconciliation among our people does 
not require that these acts be condoned 
"Yet reconciliation calls for an act of 
mercy to bind the nation's wounds and to 
heal the scars of devisiveness.” 
The clemency board will consider only 
the cases of persons who apply before 
Jan. 31, 1975, and it is expected to 
complete its work no later than Dec. 31, 
1976. 
The White House said about 15,500 
draft evaders are "potentially eligible.” 
Of that total, it said, about 8,700 have 
been convicted of draft evasion; about 
4,350 are under indictment (4,060 listed 
as fugitives); about 3,000 are in Canada, 
and about 2,250 are under investigation, 
but not yet indicted. 
About 130 individuals are said to be 
currently imprisoned for draft evasion. 
The board will review the records of 
two kinds of applicants: 
—Those who have been convicted of a 
draft evasion offense commited between 
Aug. 4, 1964 and March 28, 1973. 
—Those who received a punitive or 
undesirable discharge from the armed 
forces because of a military absentee 
offense commited during the Vietnam 
era or those serving sentences of 
confinement for such violations. 
Deserters were defined by the White 
House as those absent from the military 
without authorization for 30 days or 
more. The White House said about 12,500 
deserters still are at large, including 
about 1,500 in Canada. About 660 are 
presently serving prison sentences or 
awaiting military trial. 


"In 
furtherance 
of 
our 
national 
commitment to justice and mercy these 
young 
Americans 
should 
have 
the 
chance to contribute a share to the 
rebuilding of peace amoung ourselves 
and all nations,” Ford said. 


"They 
should 
be 
allowed 
the 
opportunity to return to their country, 
their communities and their families, 
upon their agreement to a period of 
alternate 
service 
in 
the 
national 
interest, 
together 
with 
an 
acknowledgement of their allegiance to 
the country and its Constitution ” 


Alternative service was described by 
Ford as service which would promote 
the national health, safety or interest. 
No draft evader will be given the 
privilege of completing a period of alter­ 
nate service in the armed forces, he 
said. 
The brief oath which these violators 
must take says they will “ support, 
protect and defend" the Constitution 
against 
“ all 
enemies, 
foreign 
and 
domestic” and have no reservations 
about taking such an oath 


Ford noted that the cutoff date for 
amnesty, March 28, 1973, was the day 
the United States withdrew the last of its 
forces from Vietnam.

Seven still 
missing in 
flash flood 


NELSON LANDING, Nev. (U P I) - 
Rescue workers searched today for 
seven persons missing in a weekend 
flash flood that swept this shoreline 
community on Lake Mojave 13 months 
after the National Parks Service tried 
unsuccessfully to restrict its use to 
daytime only. 
Two women were known dead in the 
Saturday flood and a Parks Service 
spokesman said the seven missing were 
presumed dead too. 
The Parks Service tried in August, 
1973, to restrict use of this fishing and 
boating resort to daytime use only 
because of the dangers of flash floods 
but the proposal was later withdrawn 
because 
of 
public 
opposition 
and 
political pressure. 
Even if the Parks Service had been 
successful in closing down the resort at 
night, it would not have changed the 
result 
of 
Saturday’s 
flood 
which 
occurred in the afternoon. 


A National Parks Service spokesman 
said the seven missing were presumed 
dead. 
Gov. Mike O’Callaghan, who flew to 
the flood-devasted shore resort Sunday, 
offered state assistance in the search for 
victims and said he was there to make 
sure 
the 
rescue 
operation 
was 
coordinated properly. 
O’Callaghan, who was also a regional 
director of the Office of Emergency 
Preparedness in Santa Rosa, Calif., 
said, "Anytime that you go to a disaster 
where human lives are lost, even with 
the sun shining brightly, it’s a dismal 
scene.” 
The temperature Sunday was near 100 
degrees, with one white puffy cloud 
marring an otherwise clear sky over the 
mountain where a cloudburst spawned 
the flash flood Saturday afternoon. 


The flooding of Nelson Landing, 
located about 35 miles south of Las 
Vegas, Nev., was caused by heavy rains 
in the mountains about six miles west of 
E l Dorado Canyon. Nelson Landing is 
located between the canyon mouth and 
the lake.

The county supervisors last

There have been reports that 
in excess of $245,000 in state 
funds may be available, at

trapper is already said to have 
had to be immunized after 
being bitten or scratched by a 
rabid skunk. 
Catterlin said at his request 
the county counsel s office is 
researching to see what legal 
steps are possible to provide 
full aid to the community.

Department, meanwhile, has 
recommended immunization of 
companion animals, although 
exempting range cattle. Two 
Santa Ynez area horses bitten 
by a skunk have been placed 
under quarantine.

After a break of six months, the 
United States and Soviet Union 
are resuming their strategic 
arms talks this week in a new 
effort to stem the seemingly 
inexorable arms race.

doors without opening any new 
ones.”

The limited nuclear under­

Hiroshima bomb. 
The 1972-1977 Interim Agree­ 
ment concluded at the 1972 
Summit conference freezes the 
number of missiles possesed by 
the United States and Soviet 
Union and puts a ceiling on the 
number of nuclear submarines 
they may maintain. But it does

The GAO gave Moss a 115- 
page report of its investigation 
of the FPC Saturday.

Commuter cars begin run 
in BART underwater tube 


OAKLAND 
(UPI) 
- 
Spaceage rail cars of the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit system 
today began commuter runs 
through an earthquake proof 
underwater tube, culminating 
seven years of construction 
fraught with technological set­ 
backs. 
The electric rail cars were 
scheduled to 
run every 
12 
minutes over 71 miles of track 
on both sides of San Francisco. 
Commuters for the first time 
were able to whiz through a 3.6 
mile underwater tube, the last 
link in America’s first mass 
transit rail system in 67 years. 
The tube took three years to 
build and is surrounded by a 
bed 
of 
gravel 
and 
mud. 
Engineers said that in the event 
of an earthquake, the underwa- 
er sections would stay intact 
and move “ like a string in a 
bowl of jelly.” 
Inauguration 
ceremonies 
Saturday drew a dozen mayors 
from major cities throughout 
the country and about 1,500 
other guests. 
BART has been plagued with 
malfunctions since land opera­ 
tions began on either side of the 


bay two years ago. Doors 
unaccountably 
opened 
while 
the grey trains traveled 80 
miles per hour and in 1972 a 
train plunged off the end of a 
track at Fremont. 


The inauguration run Satur­ 
day was no exception BART 
officials had two ceremony 
trains 
ready 
for 
the 
first 
underwater trip from Oakland 
to San Francisco. Included in 
the entourage was San Francis­ 
co Mayor Joseph Alioto and 
New York Mayor Abraham 
Beame. 


The first train, headed by car 
107, had an aluminum plague 
mounted on a bulkhead noting 
the historic occasion. As it 
slowed for the Oakland West 
station, brakes on an axle of 
one of the 10 cars stuck.

The Chicago White Sox’ $22S,000-a- 
year slugger, who leads the Am erican 
League m home runs, suddenly and 
mysteriously 
called 
his 
team m ates 
together in the clubhouse before their 
game with the California Angels —and 
announced he was quitting baseball. 
"This is hard for m e to say," he said, 
‘i'v e never been happier anywhere than 
here You’re a good ball team without 
me and you have a good man leading you 
(M anager Chuck Tanner). It's tough to 
walk away from the game I’ve been 
playing and loving —been playing, in 
fact, since I was this high (he held his 
hand w aist high)." 
Allen's voice broke, tears welled in his 
eyes and his team m ates lined up and 
quietly shook his hand. He left the 
clubhouse and immediately slipped into 
seclusion 
The announcem ent was not altogether 
unexpected because the em otional 32- 
year-old 
superstar 
had 
expressed 
disillusionm ent 
with 
baseball 
on 
a 
num ber of occasions this season. 
Throughout 
his 
career, 
including 
seven years with Philadelphia, where he 
often was booed and som etim es failed to 
show up for gam es, one year each with 
St. Louis Cardinals.' Los Angeles, and 
three seasons with the White Sox, Allen 
never played on a pennant winner. Once 
early this season he said, “That’s what 
keeps m e hanging around " 
Allen had a 301 batting average, 32 
home runs and 88 runs batted in when he 
retired, but the White Sox had faded to 
fourth place in the American League's 
W estern Division. 
He gave no reason for his retirement 
and abandonment of a contract which 
would pay him $1,306 per day during the 
season through 1975.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Presidential pardon 


WASHINGTON — It would be hard to 
imagine any way by which the whole 
Watergate horror could have been given 
new life than 
by 
President Gerald 
Ford’s precipitous blanket pardon of 
former President Richard Nixon 
The country had been happy to accept 
Ford as ushering in a new era of 
reconciliation 
when, 
contrary 
to 
previous statem ents, one given at his 
first press conference, he jumped before 
even the first steps in the judicial 
process had been taken 
His aides 
say 
he 
acted m the belief that 
by a quick, decisive 
move he would put the 
whole 
thing 
in 
the 
past After a flurry of 
controversy it would 
be seen that his com ­ 
passionate pardon was 
the only way to clear 
the air and relegate 
the whole matter to 
history. 
If this was his motive, he made a ser­ 
ious miscalculation. As he said nearly a 
year 
ago 
when 
asked 
about 
total 
absolution, “The public wouldn't stand 
for it.” Nothing has happened in the 
intervening 
months 
to 
change 
that 
opinion. In fact the whole cycle of jail 
sentences, 
upcoming 
trials and the 
dram a 
of 
Nixon's 
self-righteous 
resignation has strengthened that view 
One may question Special Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski’s expressed opinion that 
the 
pardon 
will 
not 
influence 
the 
outcome of the September 30 trial of the 
principal 
Nixon 
lieutenants. 
That 
Jaworski learned of the pardon only 


when it was publicly announced is a sad 
commentary 
on 
the 
status 
of 
the 
prosecutor. 
This has overtones of the Saturday 
night m assacre which saw the firing of 
Archibald Cox and the resignation of 
Attorney General Elliot Richardson. 
Comparison with the fate of former 
Vice President Spiro Agnew is inevitable. 
Agnew pleaded no contest in open court 
to a charge of tax evasion while the 
judge had before him a memorandum of 
38 criminal offenses alleged against the 
vice president 
as 
prepared 
by 
the 
Department of Justice. Agnew lost his 
pension. 
He 
was 
disbarred. 
The 
suspended sentence and the sm all fine 
meted out to him produced cynicism and 
distrust. Was this equal justice under 
law or were men in high places immune 
from the penalties suffered by lesser 
figures? This will be the reaction to the 
Nixon pardon that cam e with such 
unexpected speed. 
The extent to which Nixon aides still 
in the White House were responsible for 
the decision is still conjecture. How 
much the former president himself 
supplied 
the 
m otivation 
is 
also 
speculation. Nixon is again the role 
player, as he has been throughout his 
career. 
Through calculated leaks out of the 
fastness of San Clemente com es the 
picture of a lonely exile suffering in 
silence. Hamlet walking the beach, to be 
or not to be, that was the role he 
assumed. It resem bles in kind if not in 
degree the self-martyrdom that has 
repeatedly been at the core of his role 
playing. 
To separate the man from the role 


seem s to have been more than even his 
one-time psychiatrist could manage m 
the Nixon vice presidential years. 
How great the damage and how long 
the recovery no one can yet say. The 
resignation of Ford’s press secretary, 
Gerald terHorst, was a blow. 
Confidence must be the basis of the 
relationship between a president and his 
press spokesman If that confidence is 
nonexistent, if the press secretary goes 
out on a doubtful limb, then a job that is 
difficult enough becom es impossible. 
I have known terHorst over the years 
as a colleague and friend 
He is no 
idealogue with a tag of liberal or 
conservative but a first-rate reporter 
respected 
by 
the 
Washington press 
corps. His resignation was the more 
impressive because it was the voice of 
his conscience that spoke. 
A growing criticism of Ford was for 
his failure to move quickly to elim inate 
the carryovers from an administration 
that had com e down in disgrace. Until 
the pardon, this had seem ed to me 
unfair. After all, he did need tim e to 
make an orderly transition. 
But if the pardon was a consequence 
of the influence of the men of the past 
then it is proof that he has waited too 
long He is surrounded by conservative 
ideologues, and nowhere is this more 
evident than on the approach to inflation 
and the economy, who tell him that even 
jawboning or something as innocuous as 
wage-price guidelines can imperil the 
free enterprise system 
The new President must prove that he 
is his own man. But if the precipitous 
pardon is an exam ple of that new man, 
then we are in for trouble.

Payne socks it to 'em 


Buried in the news by other seemingly 
more important things, with perhaps 
some mention in the business sections, 
is the story of some formidable action 
against five major title companies by 
State Insurance Commissioner Gleeson 
L. Payne. 
It was probably the first disciplinary 
action taken against title insurance 
companies in the history of the state. It 
certainly was the most noteworthy and 
to call it formidable is perhaps an 
understatement. The fact is that “Tige” 
Payne wound up and socked them with 
fines totalling nearly a half million 
dollars. 
The penalties were based largely upon 
violations of the State’s anti-rebate 
laws. Early this year Payne had made it 
clear that unfair com petitive practices 
would not be tolerated He said methods 
by which title companies were inducing 
lenders and real estate agents to steer 
title business to them must cease 
Pointing out that it was strange to him 
that two companies had managed to 
corral two thirds of the business he said 
he thought competition would surface 
“ if there is no personal benefit to the 
lender or seller in the selection of a title 
com pany.’’ 
“ As it has been, the seller, motivated 
by 
rebate 
enrichment 
may 
steer 
business to one having neither the best 
insurance product nor the best price.” 
So 
that 
there 
would 
be 
no 
misunderstandings of what he meant, he 
issued a ten page bulletin to all of the 
companies. In it he spelled out exactly 
what 
he 
would 
consider 
improper 
huckstering in the future. He also made 
it clear he intended 
to investigate 
complaints and would take a tough stand 
on violations 
Although he said the industry fully 
supported his position, apparently some 
thought he was only kidding. Perhaps 
b e c a u s e 
in 
t h e 
p a s t 
s o m e 
Commissioners have exhibited more 
concern for the welfare of the insurance 
companies than the public, they thought 


his utterings were for the benefit of the 
public and didn’t take his warnings to 
heart. 
At least Payne indicated that may 
have been the case for he said that 
shortly after his bulletin was issued 
complaints cam e to him that some were 
continuing to favor the real estate 
agents. 
As a result of the investigations of 
these com plaints Title Insurance and 
Trust Company of Los Angeles, the 
largest in the nation, has been fined 
$125,000 for depositing funds in a bank to 
serve as a compensating balance for a 
loan to a realtor to induce him to steer 
business to them. 
Lawyers Title Insurance Corporation 
was fined $187,000 as a result of an 
escrow schem e which provided escrow 
services to brokers at a rate cheaper 


than the broker charged his clients. 
First American Title Company of 
Santa Ana was fined $60,000 while 
Transamerica Title was fined $37,500 
and Western Title Insurance Company 
was fined $12,500, all for improper 
rebates. 
Payne said his investigations were 
continuing and several other companies 
are involved. 
“ Where we find violations, we intend 
to levy appropriate fines. If violations 
continue, we will take stronger action.” 
Asked 
what 
he 
meant 
by 
action 
stronger than some of the stiff fines 
meted out, Payne said “ the giving and 
taking of rebates is a criminal offense. 
In 
a d d i t i o n , 
t h e 
I n s u r a n c e 
Commissioner can take action to revoke 
the license of an offending company if it 
persists in violating the law s.”

court in Washington. 
The California 
state 
version 
was 
challenged by Earth Magazine on the 
sam e 
grounds 
and 
held 
to 
be 
unconstitutional here. 
But in June the U.S. Supreme court 
reversed these decisions and ruled that 
the news media has no constitutional 
right to conduct the interviews. The 
court said the Constitution does not 
require the govem m eht to give the press 
"sources of information not available to 
members of the public generally ” 
The dissenting justices in the hairline 
5-4 decision argued that both state and 
federal prison officials were restricting 
the free flow of information 
They assessed: “ For most citizens, 
the prospect of personal familiarity with 
newsworthy 
events 
is 
hopelessly 
unrealistic. In seeking out the news, the 
press therefore acts as an agent of the 
public at large. ” 


It's a long way off, but this Centennial 
year will be rung out with another 
Centennial New Years Eve Ball, put on 
by those sam e people who brought you 
the last extravaganza, which was a 
stellar, sell-out event. For the sequel, 
the Centennial Committee has laid out 
about $700 for new cocktail tables
